™Bill mandates tests for lead 
poisoning in school age chil- 
dren: Legislation that would re- 
quire all first-year school chil- 
dren to be tested for lead poi- 
soning priorto attendingclasses 
was approved today by the As- 
sembly Energy and Hazardous 
Waste Committee. The bill (A- 
1038) is designed to detect lead 
poisoning at the early stages, 
since more than 700,000 chil- 
dren in the state are exposed to 
lead paint. The bill would re- 
quire that all children be tested 
priorto entering a licensed nurs- 
ery school, a day care center 
and kindergarten. New Jersey 
law already requires similartests 
for polio and other diseases. 
The bill would only apply to chil- 
dren who are not presently en- 
rolled in school.

Ruotolo noted that these recent 
incidents have given rise to a new 
law enforcement phrase, “carjack- 
ing,” although armed robbery is 
hardly anew typeof offense. Ruotolo 
noted, however, that what has 
changedis that armed predators seem 
to have become more brazen. 

“Tt is important that people 
understand what is going on around 
them. Right now, many people are 
simply afraid to go out in their cars, 
even in suburban neighborhoods.” 

Ruotolo, who has a wife and 
three young children, knows from 
firsthand experience that the fear of 
crime can quickly reduce the quality 
of life. “People should not have to 
worry about being placed at gun- 
point while stopped ata traffic light,” 
he said, 

Ruotolo noted, however, that it 
is important to separate myth from 
reality: “Itservesno purpose tocause 
undue alarm, but by the same token, 
people can help to protect them- 
selves by being alert and by taking 
certain tions.” 

Ruotolo believes that it is not 
enough to make certain that victims, 
rights are respected in courtrooms. 
The ultimate objective of law en- 
forcement, he explained, is to keep 
people from becoming victims in the 
first place. 

Ruotolo, strongly supported the 
recent pending federal legislation 
which would make carjacking a fed- 
eral offense, subjecting these crimi- 
nals to lengthy terms in a federal 
penitentiary with no possibility of 
parole or early release. Ruotolo 
pledged to work closely with Mi- 
chael Chertoff, the United States 
Attomey for the District of New 
Jersey, in prosecuting federal viola- 
tors to the full extent of the law. 

Ruotolo added that his Office is 
currently working to put together a 
training program for women which 
will be conducted at the new, state- 
of-the-art Union County Police Acad- 
emy. “We want to show vulnerable 
citizens how they can best protect 
themselves.”

Among rumors of sabotage and rumors of non-support; among rumors that someone was going to get hurt, there 
was aman; a brother.

Borrowing money and rejection seem to go hand in hand. When 
getting a loan or a mortgage, expect to be turned down every now and 
then. Even borrowers with good credit sometimes get turned down. 

A lender scores your credit profile by a point system particular to 
that institution. A rejection from one may mean an approval from 
another with a different criteria. 

After I owned 60 rental properties, I was buying a new home for 
myself. No problem, I thought. I do this every day. Thirty days later I 
got a rejection notice. 

Uponchecking, I found that my real estate had created the problem, 
The mortgage company’s rules required that every mortgage of mine be 
checked to determine if payments were current. 

A federal law says that the mortgage company has only 30 days to 
accept or reject an application. Because the mortgage company could 
not get responses from 60 other mortgage companies within the re- 
quired time, it lly rejected my icatii 

I applied to another mortgage company and showed all the prop- 
erties as part of partnerships. The mortgage company didn’t require the 
checking of partnership properties and the loan sailed through. 

No matter what kind of loan you are after, there are always 
alternatives. 

If you still have trouble, apply for a mortgage through a mortgage 
broker or assume a non-qualifying mortgage. 

Most people feel intimidated by the process of applying for a loan. 
You may feel, “I really need this money, but the bank doesn’t need me. 

Wrong. The bank does need you. Banks are in business to make 
loans, large and small. That’s where the profits come from, When 
you’re applying for a loan, don’t look at yourself as a beggar but as a 
good investment opportunity for the bank.
